merly assistant secretary of the Social 
Service Council of Canada, and is one 
of the outstanding executives in social 
work in Canada, She will present a 
report to the committee toward the 
end of August on conditions as she 
finds them 

In order to facilitate Miss Brad- 
ford's work, the committee earnestly 
bespeaks the complete co-operation of

You look for the cup and finally dis- 
cover it tucked away in the shadow 
some place between the left arm 
and the body and then just as you 
get ready to take a whack at the 
half-hidden cup he move: around 
and completely covers it 

Late in the afternoon it 1s es 
pecially hard to keep your shadow 
where it belongs at all times, but if 
you will be careful about this point 
jt will stamp you as a considerate 
golfer quicker than most any other 
little bit of eliquet 

It should be a habit just as much 
as picking your ball out of the cup 
before the rest of them putt, Don't 
Walk acrogs the line of putt.
